The proposal has brought an 
outcry of opposition from many 
Southwick residents due to the in- 
creased traffic and other negative 
factors of where it will be locat- 
ed. Major concerns in Southwick 
have resulted in stacked Plan- 
ning Board meetings and multi- 
ple demonstrations among those 
that are opposed to the project. 
There are also “No Carvana’ signs 
throughout the town. 

The opposition has reached 
such a fever pitch that groups op- 
posing Carvana are trying to rally 
the neighboring towns to South- 
wick against the project. They are 
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Feeding Hills Center was recently reconstructed with wider turn lights, better traffic lights, and dedicated turn lanes. The Agawam 


City Council and town officials are considering whether it should oppose the project or not.

Town working to address debris, 
full storm drains after heavy rains

AGAWAM - The Agawam De- 
partment of Public Works has 
a long list of things to do during 
the summer, but they are taking a 
detour and are focusing on storm 
cleanup work while the rain con- 
tinues to fall. 


DPW Superintendent Mario 
Mazza said the storm work has 
been a lot of work and does take 
away from their seasonal work, 
such as street sweeping, filling 
potholes, repairing problematic 
sidewalks, and more work that 
is weather dependent. Filling pot 
holes and repairing sidewalks for 
example, if it rains the DPW can’t

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lay pavement, cement, or asphalt. 
If the rain is strong enough to last 
to the next day it makes it addi- 
tionally hard to do the work they 
need to do. 

“Potholes are an ongoing task, 
but they are a priority for us. We 
try to repair the pot holes and 
roads as fast as possible.’ Maz- 
za said. “With all the storms and 
rain, it is hard to do the street 
work we need to do, but it is a 
main focus for us.’ 

He said they also try to focus 
on trip-hazard sidewalks with 
cracks, or if roots start to push 
through pavement. These things 
haven't been addressed yet. When 
there is dry weather, residents 
can expect to see road and side- 
walk work being done. 

During the storm a few weeks 
ago the DPW was busy cleaning 
storm damage and debris from 
town trees, in the area around six 
flags and not inside as they han- 
dled their own storm cleaning.

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Vaccine options still 
available for COVID-19

AGAWAM - With the Delta 
variant of COVID-19 gaining 
attention in some parts of the 
country, people who have yet 
to be vaccinated for the virus 
are still being encouraged to re- 
ceive the vaccine shots. 

The town has been through 
many changes between initi- 
ating COVID-19 restrictions to 
lifting those restrictions and 
everything in-between. Res- 
idents should know that the 
town has lifted all restrictions. 

The departments at Aga- 
wam Town Hall use their own 
discretion in their offices, in- 
cluding some _ departments 
having plexi-glass barriers up 
and only one person being al- 
lowed in an office space. 

Appropriate signage and 
notices are posted inside and 
on the automated message for 
the Town Hall. 

Public Health Nurse Sher- 
ry Petrucci said besides those 
exceptions at Town Hall, the 
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town has lifted restrictions ev- 
erywhere in town. 

Private businesses are able 
to continue masks at their own 
discretion as well, though few 
are doing that. 

The town has ended their 
mass vaccine clinics as the 
town’s supply of the vaccine has 
been exhausted. 

Petrucci said she complet- 
ed all homebound calls she 
received while they still had a 
vaccine supply. Without a sup- 
ply, Petrucci said they are not 
making efforts for those res- 
idents unvaccinated, though 
there are alternative vaccina- 
tion methods if people are in- 
terested in receiving the vac- 
cine. 

Petrucci said the state has 
recently enacted a mobile vac- 
cine clinic. She said it’s ear- 
marked for schools and busi- 
nesses, but companies can call 
to schedule a vaccination site 
for their building. Petrucci said

Ziegert homicide investigation 
to be feature on ‘Forensic Files’ 


SPRINGFIELD - This Sunday, Head- 
line News's Forensic Files II will feature 
the Lisa Ziegert Homicide Investigation 
during the premier its new season this 
Sunday at 10 p.m. The show will profile 
the homicide investigation into the disap- 
pearance and murder of Ms. Lisa Ziegert 
on April 15, 1992 in Agawam. 

The show will feature how the investi- 
gation narrowed to focus on Gary Schara, 
who later plead guilty to first degree mur- 
der on September 25, 2019. Included in 
the show will be members of the Ziegert 
family, Hampden District Attorney An- 
thony D. Gulluni, and investigators who 
worked on the case. 

After taking office in 2015, Hampden 
District Attorney Anthony D. Gulluni, 
along with detectives and prosecutors 
from his office's Unresolved Case Unit, be- 
gan taking a new approach in attempting 
to solve the then 23 year old murder case. 
Utilizing advancements in DNA testing 
and _ technology, specifically Parabon 


Nanolabs’s, DNA Phenotype testing, they 
were able to return to various lists of per- 
sons of interest that were developed over 
the years, and narrow the scope of the in- 
vestigation. 

In this review, a list was formed of no- 
table individuals who previously refused 
to voluntarily provide samples for DNA 
testing. Gary E. Schara was one of these 
individuals. Upon the completion of this 
list, Hampden District Attorney Anthony 
D. Gulluni convened a Grand Jury to be- 
gin an investigation. This investigation 
ultimately leads to troopers attempting to 
provide notice of a hearing to Schara. This 
contact led to Schara penning a number 
of documents that amounted to admis- 
sions to the crimes committed against 
Lisa Ziegert. These documents were pro- 
vided to law enforcement, which lead to 
investigators of the Massachusetts State 
Police and Agawam Police Department 
encountering Schara in Connecticut and 
his eventual arrest on September 16, 2017.

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Committee reviews Velis veteran support bill 


BOSTON - On Tuesday, July 6, the Leg- 
islature’s Joint Committee on Veterans 
and Federal Affairs held a public hearing 
on legislation related to families of mili- 
tary members in Massachusetts. The com- 
mittee is chaired by Representative Paul 
McMurtry (D-Dedham) and Senator John 
C. Velis, D-Westfield. 

One of the bills heard was $B2433, An 
Act relative to military spouse-licensure 
portability, education and enrollment 
of dependents. Otherwise known as the 
SPEED Act, the legislation was filed by 
Chairman Velis to help military families in 
their transition to Massachusetts. 

The bill would speed up the state pro- 
fessional licensure process for spouses of 
military members by eliminating current 
cumbersome processes and requiring the 
Division of Professional Licensure to re- 
spond to an application within 30 days, 
the timeframe recommended by the De- 
partment of Defense. This would make it 
easier for spouses to find new jobs upon 
arriving in Massachusetts. 


The legislation also supports children 
of service members as well. By allowing 
rolling and virtual enrollment for students 
of military families who are moving to the 
Commonwealth, the legislation ensures 
that children will not miss any school be- 
cause of their transition. The legislation 
also ensures that military children in col- 
lege in Massachusetts will continue to re- 
ceive in-state tuition rates regardless of if 
their military parent is reassigned out of 
the Commonwealth. 

Lastly the legislation creates a Purple 
Star School Program to designate Massa- 
chusetts schools that have demonstrated 
a major commitment to military students 
and families by meeting specific state 
designated requirements. The Purple 
Star School Program, which was started 
in Ohio, encourages school districts to 
increase their supports for military fami- 
lies and helps families identify the schools 
that are best prepared to meet their needs. 

In September of 2019, the Secretary of 
Defense defined a fourth line of effort to 


the National Defense Strategy to support 
the wellbeing of military families. Mili- 
tary spouse licensure was designated as a 
key initiative in this effort. The Fiscal Year 
2021 National Defense Authorization Act 
requires the Department of Defense and 
each of the military services to produce 
annual basing decision scorecards at the 
state and installation level considering 
military family readiness issues, with one 
of the top criteria being interstate porta- 
bility of licensure credentials. 

In his testimony to the committee, 
Chairman Velis noted that the Depart- 
ment of Defense looks closely at these 
issues when considering whether a state 
should be selected for a mission assign- 
ment. 

“These changes will ensure that we 
are doing everything in our power to ease 
transitions for these families who are al- 
ready sacrificing so much for us. These 
changes are also an important signal to 
the Department of Defense that our mili- 
tary installations are primed with support 


and that we are a viable state for future in- 
vestments,’ stated Chairman Velis. “Part of 
any evaluation on Massachusetts military 
installations, like the ongoing Airforce 
evaluation of Barnes Air National Guard 
Base in Westfield, includes looking at how 
our Commonwealth supports military 
families. Projects like these bring enor- 
mous economic development and fed- 
eral investments to our Commonwealth 
and this legislation will only improve our 
chances of being selected.’ 

Christopher Arnold, Northeast Re- 
gion Liaison for the Department of De- 
fense-State Liaison Office, testified in sup- 
port of the legislation during the hearing. 
“Massachusetts is a state that has long 
been a home - permanent and tempo- 
rary — to the worthiest men and women in 
the United States military who serve and 
sacrifice for our country,’ stated Arnold. 
“This impressive legislation would make 
Massachusetts a nationwide leader in ad- 
dressing quality-of-life issues for military 
families.”

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Troubles with 
tomatoes

yet. Cabbage, kale 
and broccoli yes, 
but no tomatoes. 
Not to discourage 
my 12-year-old’s 
new found affin- 
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three from the store 

and promptly placed it on my window- 
sill. Within a day or two one showed an 
impressive crack. I chuckled a bit, think- 
ing that wherever these tomatoes were 
grown, they too must have been part of 
the recent deluge of rain we've been expe- 
riencing. Enough rain to stretch the skin 
and cause it to burst. No better time than 
the present to share with you the mala- 
dies that you may experience once your 
own fruit begins to ripen! 

Blossom end rot occurs when there is 
trouble with calcium absorption, and is 
characterized by leathery brown or black 
spots on the bottom of the fruit. Usually 
it is seen on the first few developing to- 
matoes. The plan of action for this year 
would be to regulate your watering, since 
calcium assimilation can get botched up 
when plants suffer from drought. Apply- 
ing a layer of mulch will help to encour- 
age the deep rooting that is essential for 
nutrient transmission. If by chance you 
are growing a new variety of tomato and 
are experiencing blossom end rot for the 
first time, consider switching to another 
variety; some are more susceptible to it 
than others. I have seen this in my own 
garden with certain paste types. This 
problem can also be seen on peppers and 
eggplants. A soil test may provide an- 
swers for future tomato growing. 

Another problem that is evident on 
the blossom end or bottom of the to- 
mato is called catface. Severe scarring 
or ridges are seen on the first fruits and 
very last fruits of the season, especially 
on large types. This problem is caused 
by low temperatures (60 to 65 daytime 
and 50 to 60 nighttime) that injure flow- 
er buds. Use row covers or other devices 
to protect tomato plants from cool tem- 
peratures, and experiment with varieties 
especially suited for the north, since they 
are used to our varying New England 
temperatures. Since we did experience 
some chilly nights off and on in June, and 
even the first days of July, I will be curious 
to see if we have this situation brewing in 
my garden. 

Fruit cracking around the stem, either 
in rings or radiating downward is caused 
by overwatering; recently we may blame 
Mother Nature. Keep in mind that most 
veggies require about an inch or rain 
per week. Adjust your irrigation so that 
you aren't providing too much water. As 
mentioned above, mulches do well to 
moderate soil moisture; if you mulch, 
you can water less often. If cracking ends 
up being a big problem for you, consider 
scouring the seed catalogs for varieties 
that are resistant to it. Juliet is one Iam 
familiar with. 

Another problem many gardeners 
experience is a condition called yellow 
shoulders, in which tomatoes never rip- 
en fully on the top or stem end. This is 
usually a genetic problem, but it can be 
lessened by allowing the fruit to ripen 
slowly under the cover of surrounding 
foliage rather than out in the open. High 
organic matter content and a pH of 6.4 or 
lower is said to help with this condition. 

I hope I didn't scare you right out of 
the garden! Sure, some of your tomatoes 
may look a little funny now and then, but 
don’t despair, most problems are easi-

ear Rusty: My wife passed away

I know 
I'm entitled to survivor benefits, but my question 
relates to when to file for them. To say the infor- 
mation online is confusing is an understatement. 
Some background. My wife was born in 1960, and 
would have turned 62 next year. I was born in 1960, 
and turned 60 this past April. I do not plan on tak- 
ing my Social Security until age 67 (I could wait 
until age 70 if it is more beneficial). I have not re- 
married. When should I file for survivor benefits to 
maximize the benefit? Signed: Surviving Husband 

Dear Surviving Husband: Survivor benefits 
reach maximum when you reach your full retire- 
ment age (67), but you can claim a reduced survivor 
benefit as early as age 60. The amount of your sur- 
vivor benefit will be determined by a) the benefit 
your wife had earned up to the month she passed, 
and b) your age when you claim the survivor ben- 
efit. At age 67 you would get 100% of the amount 
your wife was entitled to when she passed; if you 
claim at age 60 you would only get 71.5% of the ben- 
efit amount your wife had earned up to her death. 
The reduction may, or may not be, acceptable to 
you depending on your personal circumstances. 

First, you should be aware that if you claim your 
survivor benefit before your full retirement age 
(FRA) and return to work, you'll be subject to Social 
Security’s earnings test which limits how much you 
can earn before Social Security takes away some of 
your benefits. 

The earnings limit for 2021 is $18,960 (changes 
annually) and if that is exceeded, Social Security 
will take back benefits equal to $1 for every $2 you 
are over the limit. The earnings limit applies until 
you reach your full retirement age, although the 
limit is much higher and the penalty less severe 
in the year you attain FRA. If your earnings prior

to your FRA are high enough, it could 
disqualify you from receiving a survivor 
benefit. Of course, if you are not work- 
ing and do not plan to return to work, 
the earnings test is not a concern. 

Assuming you are fully retired from working, 
here are some things to consider: 

+ Claiming your survivor benefit now at age 60 
would permit you to receive 71.5% of the survivor 
benefit for at least seven years (until you reach your 
FRA), or perhaps longer until you are 70. Although 
the survivor benefit would be reduced, claiming 
it at age 60 would also permit you to delay taking 
your own Social Security benefit until age 70 when 
your personal benefit would be 24% more than it 
will be at your FRA. The above would be prudent 
if your age 70 (or 67) benefit amount will be higher 
than the survivor benefit you would be entitled to 
at your full retirement age. 

- If your survivor benefit at your FRA would be 
more than your own benefit will be at age 70, then it 
would be wisest to maximize your survivor benefit. 
To maximize your survivor benefit you must wait 
until age 67 (your FRA) to claim it. If your full sur- 
vivor benefit will be the highest you can get, then 
maximizing it by waiting until your FRA to claim it 
is your smartest move. 

So, as you can see, you have a choice of when to 
claim your survivor benefit. If your personal benefit 
at age 70 would be higher, it would be wise to claim 
your survivor benefit first (at age 60) and collect the 
reduced survivor benefit until you later switch to 
your own higher benefit. But if your survivor ben- 
efit at maximum would be more than your age 70 
benefit, then waiting until your full retirement age 
of 67 to claim your survivor benefit would be your 
best choice.

doing this despite the fact the neighbor- 
ing towns do not have any power to stop 
Southwick’s Planning Board from approv- 
ing the project. 

In Southwick, the proposal is calling for 
a 200,000-square foot facility. There would 
be room on the proposed site for 8,200 cars 
and would generate an estimated 2,600 ve- 
hicle trips per day through the area, includ- 
ing 90 trips by car carriers. There are 400 
employees working in two shifts scheduled 
for the facility. The facility would be used 
by Carvana to fix, maintain, wash, and pre- 
pare cars for sale through its online buying 
format. 

For Southwick, it would generate ap- 
proximately $900,000 in property taxes, 
almost 10 percent of its yearly operating 
budget minus what is spent on schools. 

If city councilors were to vote in favor 
of the resolution, it would send their res- 
olution and their desire to see the project 
not go forward to the Southwick Planning 
Board and other town officials. 

Mayor William Sapelli said the traffic 
issues the project could create are of great 
concern. He and the Agawam Planning De- 
partment have reached out to Southwick 
and sought information on the project. 

Southwick Select Board member Russ 
Fox said the town is aware of the concerns 
of its neighbors, which also includes West- 
field. Ultimately, the final approval belongs 
to the Planning Board, which must approve 
a special permit for the use of the property 
in an industrial-restricted zone. A special 
permit in Southwick, however, requires a 
“super majority, which is four of their five 
members voting in favor. 


“Southwick is looking to bring a large 
business to town, to help with a tax base 
and jobs in town. I think it’s great that they 
want to improve the community with this, 
but you have to look at it from all angles,’ 
Sapelli said. “We have to weigh everything 
out, the good and bad. Traffic is a main fo- 
cus for us.” 

Sapelli said he and the Planning Board 
are looking at different traffic options and 
impact that the Carvana would bring, in- 
cluding truck traveling through Agawam 
and Feeding Hills where there's access to 
highways and routes like Route 202. 

Sapelli and the Planning Board will as- 
sess the traffic options and the most possi- 
ble routes trucks and cars would take to get 
to the Carvana, they'll speak to Southwick 
if they find a large traffic issue or anything 
else concerning the town. 

They want to look at the possible impact 
on main roads, routes and highways, and 
residential roads and streets especially. 
‘They are trying to make sure the residents 
wont be largely impacted by the noise and 
traffic associated with the business. While 
Sapelli understands the appeal of the busi- 
ness, he’s going to be looking out for Aga- 
wam and Feeding Hills to make sure the 
town isn't negatively impacted by another 
town’s opportunity. 

The continuation of the public hearing 
in Southwick is scheduled for Tuesday, July 
20 at 7 p.m. 

The city council resolution was new 
business for the July 12 meeting. The result 
of that meeting was not available at press 
time and will included in next week’s edi- 
tion of the Agawam Advertiser News.

the mobile vaccine clinics. 

There is also a call list for others look- 
ing to be vaccinated. They have to find 
the number on the state website as well, 
but they will be placed on a wait list for 
vaccines after they give all the needed in- 
formation. People can check on https:// 
www.mass.gov for the mobile vaccine 
and the wait list. 

Locally, there are four sites in town 
that continue to carry vaccines for resi- 
dents. They are the two CVS pharmacies 
in town, Walgreens, and the Stop & Shop 
Pharmacy. Residents can call or visit 
those locations for more information on 


receiving a vaccine. 

It is not known how many residents 
in Agawam have received their vaccine. 
Petrucci said she does not have exact 
numbers for those vaccinated in town, 
and would have to specifically request 
that information form the state. She be- 
lieves the number of active cases in town 
has dwindled to near zero as many peo- 
ple are vaccinated and new cases num- 
bers are very low throughout the state.

clean the damage. Though Mazza gave some information 
on tree cleaning for residents to consider during the up- 
coming storms. 

Mazza says residents have two options to dispose of 
their debris and leaf and yard waste, including the regular 
trash pick-up and drop of at Bondi’s Island off Route 5 in 
Agawam. 

There is also a residential curbside collection that col- 
lects yard waste eight times a year, twice in the spring, once 
in late spring and mid-summer, and four times in the fall; 
there is a schedule on the town website for specific collec- 
tion dates. There are guidelines on packing waste and de- 
bris for both options. 

Storm debris like tree limbs must be three inches or less 
in diameter and they must be tied in bundles no more than 
three feet in length and no more than 40 pounds in weight. 
Mazza said residents can put those appropriate bundles 
with their regular trash on their regular collection day; 
though yard waste like shrub and gras clippings, leaves, 
weeds, and more should be deposited on the scheduled 
curbside collection days. 

The same guidelines apply if residents want to drop off 
waste at Bondi’s Island; tree stumps, limbs, shrubs, and 
brush over three inches in diameter will either cost addi- 
tional money or will not be accepted. 

Typically, residents need to obtain a waste pass for the 
Island but due to COVID-19 and the federal and state emer- 
gency declarations, waste passes will not be required for 
Bondi’s Island until further notice. Residents must show a 
driver's license for proof of Agawam residence, additionally 
vehicle registration will be needed at the time of drop off. 

The storm work the DPW is doing including cleaning 
debris on town property and tree lines, as well as clean- 
ing the tops of catch basins so the storm water can get 
through. The tops of the catch basin’s often get covered by 
debris like leaves, grass, and smaller limbs. 

Mazza said while they will be going around clearing the 
basins; the DPW will accept help from residents in clearing 
the tops of catch basins if a resident has a basin in front of 


or close to their house. 

As for tree damage during storms, Mazza said they typ- 
ically pick of smaller debris but they had a tree hit by light- 
ning and they had to go to the scene to assess the damage 
and call a professional to inspect and take care of the re- 
moval. Residents with broken tress and debris from storms 
bigger than three inches in diameter should call private 
companies for removal as well. Residents can also prepare 
for storms by trimming trees that are on their property and 
close to their house. Mazza said there was only one report 
ofa tree falling on a home in the past storms, but trimming 
and removing trees ahead of storms can help homeowners 
in the long run.

The Pioneers captured the USL D-3 Pro 
League championship title in 1999. They 
lost a heartbreaker to the Charlotte Eagles 
in a penalty shootout in the 2005 USL Sec- 
ond Division championship match, which 
was played before more than 4,000 people 
at Lusitano Stadium. It was the last time 
that the Pioneers hosted a playoff match. 

Seven of the players listed on this year’s 
Pioneers roster were members of the 2019 
squad, which captured the Northeast Di- 
vision title with an 11-0-3 record. Those 
seven players are Federico Gutierrez, Maxi 
Viera, Guillermo Deal, Blake Mullen, Fed- 


erico Ucar, Khalid Rose, and Connor Hicks, 
whos from Monson. 

“Tt feels great winning back-to-back Di- 
vision titles,’ said Gutierrez, whos the Pio- 
neers captain. “We do have a large group 
of returning players, which is our strength. 
We also have a couple of very good first- 
year players. 

One of the Pioneers newcomers is mid- 
fielder Ignacio Lerech, whos looking for- 
ward to playing in Friday’s home playoff 
match. 

“We always have the advantage when- 
ever we play at home,’ Lerech said. “Our 
fans are great and they're always here sup- 
porting us even in the rain. This is a special 
team? 

Lerech, who scored 11 goals and had 
four assists in the Pioneers first 13 match- 
es of the regular season, was named as the 
USL League Two Player of the Month for 
June. 

“It’s a special award but winning the

and South Twin. 

Prior to our hike, we sent our itinerary to 
our children so that they would be aware of 
our planned route. We also sent them one 
update per day, knowing that they worry 
about us when were out backpacking. 

Boy, the tides have turned. It’s like we're 
the teenagers now. 

Unbeknownst to us, our 25-year old 
daughter Emelie decided to surprise us by 
climbing Galehead Mountain and waiting 
for us to arrive on the summit. Although she 
is working on climbing all 48 4,000-footers 
in New Hampshire, she has never climbed 
Galehead. 

She woke at 2 a.m., drove from Boston to 
New Hampshire, and arrived at the trailhead 
at 5 a.m. It was still dark outside. Afraid that 
shed miss us, she jumped out of her car and 
raced past the trailhead sign — never giving 
it a second glance. She hauled herself up 


the five-mile trail toward the summit. Along 
with her essentials, she was carrying a birth- 
day card, cookies, and chocolate for me as 
well as a Father's Day card and a thermos of 
hot coffee for Tom. 

As she hiked towards the summit of Gale- 
head Mountain, the terrain reminded her 
of a hike to the summit of Mt. Garfield that 
she and I had completed together in 2017. 
She thought that it was strange that the two 
trails were so similar, but, intent on reaching 
the summit of Galehead before we did, she 
brushed it off. 

When she arrived at the summit a few 
hours from the time she started, she imme- 
diately realized her mistake. 

On her drive to the mountain in the wee 
hours of the morning, she had shut off her 
GPS once she arrived at the dirt road leading 
to the trailhead. What she failed to realize is 
that there are TWO trailheads a short dis- 
tance from each other on the same dirt road. 
She had parked her car at the first trailhead 


sign she reached — never even looking at the 
sign in her haste to surprise us on the sum- 
mit. 

As she reached the summit, she realized 
why the trail had looked so familiar. She was 
standing on Garfield, not Galehead. She had 
climbed the wrong mountain! 

I received her video message when I was 
standing on South Twin. At first, I was disap- 
pointed that I had missed out on seeing my 
daughter in person on the summit; but when 
I watched the video message she sent me 
from two mountains away, my heart filled 
with gratitude. I couldn't possibly have felt 
her love more than if she had been standing 
right beside me. 

The birthday surprise never happened, 
but the gift was not the chocolate, the cook- 
ies, or the card. It was the knowledge that my 
daughter had climbed a mountain for me. 
We may not have been physically connected, 
but in that moment, my heart could not have 
been joined more completely with hers. 


Five nights... 12 summits... 48 miles... 
and memories that will last a lifetime! 

We fell asleep under the stars. 

We awoke with the sun. 

We tasted freedom. 

We heard silence. 

We inhaled serenity. 

We talked. We listened. We laughed. 

We rejoiced on every summit. 

It’s amazing how little we need in this life 
to be truly happy. 

Once we arrived on Bondcliff — the final 
mountain of our hike - we remained on the 
summit for over four hours. We placed our 
Z-Rest sleep pads on a flat rock, laid on our 
backs, and closed our eyes while the billow- 
ing white clouds floated above us. 

There was nowhere we needed to be. 
There was no need to rush down. Since we 
planned to primitive camp for one final 
night, we had all the time in the world. 

And we used it wisely. 

And that, my friends, is backpacking!
